Name Devised By Pupils; 
To Vote On Issue Today 


Salinas Junior College is on the verge of having its name 


changed. An old idea 


has been revived to change the name of 


the institution to the much more attractive name of “Hartnell Col- 


lege.” 


ENROLLMENT 
STILL GAINS; 
NEW RECORD 


With this year’s enrollment the 
largest in the history of Salinas 
Jaysee, the school takes its rank 
with the largest junior colleges 
in the state. 

When the students had finished 
signing their names to the school 
register, an increase of 61 per 
cent over that of last year was 
found, bringing the total to 606. 

President Werner stated that 
the largest percentage of increase 
in students came from Gilroy, 
Santa Cruz, Watsonville, and 
King City with other increases 
from Cocoanut Grove, Salinas, 
Monterey and Gonzales. Alameda 
is represented by twice as many 
as that of last year. 

A few more out-of-state stu- 
dents are listed than before, with 
Oregon and New Jersey the chief 
increases. 

To America Vella, of ‘West- 
field, New Jersey, goes the title 
of being the furtherest away 
from home, but he only claims 
the-title by 250 yards over Floyd 
Wilke and Nick Nardiello, who 
come from the same town.

The reason for changing the name is mainly this: 
@ Back in the year 1822 a man 


named William Edward Pay 
Hartnell, a highly-educated Eng- 
lishman, landed in Monterey, 
which was then the capital of 
the Mexican government. 

After living in Monterey for 
12 years Hartnell was given a 
large tract of land on the east 
side of the Salinas Valley along 
the Gabilan range. On that site 
of land he built a beautiful 
rancho. 

He foresaw the idea of build- 
ing the first college on the Pa- 
cific coast. Later he built the 
college, “El Colegio de San Jose,” 
located near Salinas, for all 
scholars interested in higher edu- 
cation, 

This college survived until the 
death of Hartnell. After his 
death it began to decline. 

Now with the old tradition of 
having the oldest college on the 
Pacific coast at our back door, 
we should change our name to 
“Hartnell College.” It will keep 
the old tradition alive on the 
Pacific coast. It will bring a larg- 
er body of students to the Sa- 
linas Valley. Students and people 
will want to know more about 
this oldest college on the coast. 
Students would come to Salinas 
more readily because it was not 
“just another junior college.” Sa- 
linas would then have a tradi- 
tional background in its com- 
munity for higher education. 

In today’s issue of the Battery 
there is a ballot on which you 
may express your vote for or 
against the suggestion. On each 
you will find the names Hartnell 
College, Salinas Junior College, 
and a blank space for any other 
suggested names. 

The idea of changing the name 
will be left entirely up to the 
students. 

After the votes are all tallied 
and counted correctly, the result 
will be published in next week’s 
issue of the Battery. 

A student meeting will be held 
soon in which there will be dis- 
cussion on the changing of the 
flame.

FLUNKING QUIZZES AND MID-TERMS 


Last week many teachers began springing tests up- 
on the students. The results the next day were very 
discouraging for the teachers as well as for the students. 
In most of the classes a large percentage of the students 
flunked their tests. Students who plan to continue their 
education at the University of California and Stanford 
flunked their first tests. 'What’s the answer? Is it the 
teachers’ faulf that the students don’t get what they 
should, or does the trouble lie with YOU? When I say 
YOU, .it applies to all the students who did not pass 
and to the large number who received D’s. That grade 
in my estimation is almost as bad as a failure. 

YOU students who didn’t pass your first surprise 
quizzes should get in and dig, because mid-finals aren’t 
very far away. 

Give up a few parties, a few shows, and a few 
dances, until you have mastered your studies thorough- 
ly. You are in college to study, not to play. Instead of 
fooling your time away in the halls and in the park, go 
to the library and put in some extra time on. studying 
your lessons. forthe next day. It won’t kill you; it 
might even make you. 

Colleges recommend at least two hours of outside 


work to one hour of class time. Why not make a prac-|. 


tice of following this valuable advice? Prove to your- 
self the truth of the old saying, “You can’t expect to get 
anything out of the course until you have first put some- 
thing into it.” 

You must realize that when you’re in college, you’re 
there to learn something. ‘You’re there for further 
knowledge of the subjects in which you intend to major. 
If you plan on making your junior college career last 
only two years, get in and “burn the midnight oil’, so 
it will last only two years, not four or five. 

In the world today it is the “survival of the fittest.” 
It is indeed the fittest who gets ahead. He is the one 
that conquers his aims and ambitions. ‘So my recom- 
mendation, students, is STUDY. It’s a small word, 
but it means a lot.
